he had had with Mr. Biggar, the day before that 
gentleman’s. death, on the subject of Sunday 
closing, of which both men were strong adherents, 
both being teetotalers. Mr. Cossham mentioned 
that Mr. Biggar was extremely keen about 
giving his vote for the Bill, and wondered, half 
humorously and half sadly, whether he re- 


gretted that he had never been able to give it. 


Strangely enough, Mr. Cossham’s vote was 
never recorded either.

Mr. Cossham 
was not much of a success as a speaker in the 
House; he was rather too prolix, and, in the 
earlier days of his membership, spoke too often.

But he could make a rattling and powerful plat- 
form address ; he preached, I am told, an effective 
sermon ; and he believed in his old Radical creed, 
which included Land Nationalisation (the last 
time I saw him on a platform it was in company 
with Mr. Henry George),.as he believed in the

Bible, whole-heartedly. Personally, he was a 
very kindly, high-minded man. 


Mr. Stanley has had the Royal Welcome 


which was anticipated for him. I wonder what 
Stanley thinks of it all. My own acquaintance 
with him is not long enough to enable me to 
judge. Stanley, to me, is not the Stanley of 
popular fancy. He is a grave, silent, quietly 
humorous man, whom I met once or twice ina 
snug little literary Bohemian club (thank Heaven! 
neither ‘‘ personal’? nor ‘‘ political”) some 
three or four years ago—a few months, in fact, 
| before he started on his last great adventure. He 
never talked ‘‘shop’’; he never talked much at 
all; but he made an exquisite little after-dinner 
speech, and then, as we were all going home 
after a day in the country, he began to talk with 
that luckless but gallant man General Willoughby 
of Madagascar, with whom Stanley had one thing 
at least in common—the love of adventure. The 
two bronzed and battered men got very con- 
fidential, and, as Stanley went on talking, he 
got more and more animated. A soft smile lit 
up his face, he laughed at our songs and jests, 
and proved the most unaffected, best-humoured, 
the simplest-minded man in the whole merry 
company, mostly consisting of young and not 
too responsible men. That was my last view of 
Stanley. His hair was then grey-black, and his 
moustache was grizzled too. He walked heavily 
and a little awkwardly, as if he suffered 
from rheumatism. He smoked a good deal— 
cigars—and drank nothing at all. I recol- 
lect him saying nothing extraordinary, and yet 
nothing that was not kind, unaffected, hearty, 
and bright. Since then I have had earlier 
accounts of him by men who knew him when he 
was much younger, and in quite the earlier stages 
of his career in America and Africa,-and who 
give the more familiar impression of him as a 
grim, relentless personality, of unbounded am- 
bition, strong will, and fierce and unswerving 
purpose, All this I can read out of or into 
Stanley’s life; but the little bit of news which 
appealed to me most was the story of the ad- 
venturer’s studious avoidance of parade and 
show, and his admirable though unsuccessful 
| attempt to dodge the. reception which the Mayor 
and burgesses of Dover had prepared for him. 
That I can quite understand. It recalls the 
quiet smoker by my side, whom, perhaps, I shall 
meet again when the big folk have had their 
turn, and when ‘‘ at homes ” and receptions have 
all but accomplished what the horrors of African 
desert and forest could not effect. 


Boulanger’s Starring Tour. 


By the way, I find that Stanley is not to be 
the only hero of the season. General Boulanger 
proposes to share the honours. Now, let me 
assure the General that this is a mistake. 
Over-day ‘‘lions’’ are as bad as stale strawberries. 
And General Boulanger never was a lion in the 
orthodox sense. Mrs. Leo Hunters of the second 
class took him up and made much of him, but 
“ society °” proper would not look at him. This 
season he will go a little lower.

Walter Goodman’s capital portrait of the novelist 
at the age of fifty-six is now to be seen at the 
Royal Society of British Artists. 


Robert Browning’s Descent. 


Lord Lytton has told us that ‘‘ great deeds are 
the ancestors of great men.” But some questions 
have arisen lately respecting the origin of the 
Browning family. Somebody has asked, ‘*‘ Was 
the poet a Jew?” and another declared he was 
a Welshman, while a third insisted that the 
family came from Scotland. Dr. Furnivall has 
taken great pains to inquire into the origin of 
the Brownings, and he finds, six generations 
back, that the poet’s ancestor was butler to Mr. 
Banks of Cofe Castle. The next advance of the 
Brownings was to tavern-keeping ; then money 
came, and, with it, poetry and art. Dr. Furnivall 
has actually printed a paper on the subject. But 
what did it matter? ‘‘Rank is but the guinea 
stamp: the man’s the man for a’ that!” says 
another poet Browning greatly admired.

Mr. F. H. Cowen dedicated his grandly impres- 
sive new opera of ‘‘Thorgrim,’’ successfully 
produced’ by the Carl Rosa Opera Company at 
Drury-Lane on April 22, to H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales, who, with the Duke and Duchess of Edin- 
burgh, honoured the first.performance by being 
present in the Royal box. Let me at once say the 
music was melodious, and suitable to the theme of 
the old-world Norwegian romance Mr. Joseph Ben- 
nett had, in “ Hiawatha’’-like measure, written 
for him. I remember that in an, after-dinner 
chat on operas the late Mr. Carl Rosa told me 
that, in the art of opera-making, a good libretto 
was half the battle, and he cited ‘‘ Carmen ” as a 
model of what an opera book should be, so far as 
the story goes. Had Mr. Bennett, a most grace- 
ful writer, hit upon a strong, progressive story like 
“ Carrnen,” and given the title of ‘‘ Thorgrim”’ to 
it, Mr. Cowen’s new opera might have proved one 
of the most popular of lyric dramas. . As it is, the 
romance is insufficiently varied for four acts, pre- 
senting, as it does, simply the loves of Thorgrim 
and Helgi, respectively the illegitimate and 
legitimate sons of Jarl Eric, for fair Olof, 
and the fruitless endeavours of Helgi and his 
mother to prevent the union of Thorgrim and 
Olof, which closes the opera very effectively. Mr. 
Cowen, I imagine, gained some inspiration from 
Wagner’s ‘‘ Lohengrin ’’ and other Wagneresque 
works; but the talented composer merits sincere 
praise for his harmonious orchestration and 
delightful music. I have never heard Mr. Barton 
McGuckin to greater advantage. His Thorgrim 
was throughout admirable. So was the sweet Olof 
of Miss Zélie de Lussan. Duly imposing was 
the King of Mr. F. H. Celli, who was likewise 
in capital voice. Mr. Leslie Crotty was ex- 
cellent as Helgi; and Malle. Tremelli duly 
tragic as Arnora; while Miss Kate Drew and Mr. 
Max Eugene filled the other leading parts well. 
Mr. Cowen himself conducted, and was loudly 
cheered at the end, deservedly so. Mr. Augustus 
Harris also merited a special call, so praise- 
worthy was the mise-en-scène. A brilliant week 
of opera at Old Drury closed with ‘* Lohengrin ”’ 
(Mr. McGuckin as Lohengrin, and Miss Amanda 
Fabris as a sweet-voiced Elsa); and the Carl 
Rosa Opera Company will to-night give ‘‘ Car- 
men.” 


Mr. Irving delights his many admirers by 
appearing at the Lyceum this (Saturday) after- 
noon in ‘‘ Louis XI.,” and to-night in his famous 
impersonation in ‘‘The Bells.” I have much 
pleasure in announcing the success of Messrs. 
Gatti’s revival of the picturesque old Adelphi 
drama of ‘The Green Bushes,” the dramatic 
personages of which are limned on another page. 
In the way of drama, the triumphant revival of 
Mr. John Douglass’s powerful play, ‘‘' The Dark 
Secret,’’ at the Surrey, claims notice. This is the 
champion ‘‘tank drama’’; and the famous Henley 
Regatta scene is supplemented by a sensational 
river scene, in which Mrs. Bennett (clever wife 
of the billiard-player) shows her expertness as a 
swimmer, and is rescued by an equally agile 
diver of thecompany.

THE QUEEN so arranged as to arrive at Flushing 
on Thursday on the Victoria and Albert.

MEETING OF STANLEY AND 
EMIN PASHA. 


Tus meeting of Mr. Stanley and Emin Pasha on 
the shores of the Albert Nyanza took place on 
Sunday, April 29, 1888, when a courier arrived 
with a letter from Mr. Jephson from Mswa, 
informing Mr. Stanley that Emin Pasha would 
arrive in his steamer at the south end of the 
Lake. Immediately the order was given to strike 
camp, advance to the shores of the Lake, and 
there await Emin Pasha’s arrival. After march- 
ing four hours, they pitched camp on a rising 
ground facing the island of Nzamsassie; every- 
one of them, both white and black, now straining 
his eyes to get a first glimpse of the steamer. 
Just about sunset Mr. Stanley, by the aid of his 
binoculars, first saw the steamer, about seven 
miles distant. This announcement drew from the 
men successive cheers of heartfelt satisfaction and 
delight that they would soon see the man forwhom 
they had toiled so much. At seven in the evening 
the steamer cast anchor, and the Pasha, Captain 
Casati, Mr. Jephson, and suite were quickly on 
shore, received by Surgeon Parke and an escort. 
As it was now dark, the Zanzibaris lighted 
torches and bonfires, to show the road to camp, 
which was about two hundred yards off. Here the 
distinguished guests were received by Mr. Stanley 
in the most cordial and friendly manner. His 
men were in ecstasy, and enthusiastically cheered 
the Pasha, while the Nubians returned the com- 
pliment in their usual vociferations and gesticu- 
lations. The Pasha, who was dressed in a 
tarboush and spotless white suit, expressed his 
thanks to the English for the Relief Expedition. 
The story of how Emin Pasha struggled 
against his rebellious followers, and how he 
eventually consented to accompany Mr. Stanley 
to Zanzibar, will be found clearly told in the

So far, nothing has been so interesting this 
season as the steady growth in cycling favour of 
the pneumatic tyre. Only a couple of months 
ago it was being generally pooh-poohed in 
England, and its ugliness was more dwelt upon 
by the critics than its merits. Now itis beginning 
to be seen everywhere ; you meet it on the road, 
and it rides to win on the path. ‘Cycling 
journalists are explaining away their late 
scepticism, and on every side one hears its 
raises sung. Its success at the Oval and 
tamford-bridge ensures its reappearance at all 
big races, ang its speed on the grass promises 
some exciting record-breaking later on. Its 
drawbacks are the trouble of pumping air into 
it and the risk of punctures. Like all other 
ractical inventions, it will no. doubt be 
improved as time goes on; even now, 80 
thoroughly does it deaden vibration that it 
makes cycling another thing. It adds to the 
expense of a machine already unfortunately 
expensive enough; but, of course, this can 
scarcely be helped. And, after all, cycling is 
probably the cheapest of all sports. 


I wonder if the new clubhouse in Queen 
Anne’s-gate will have a dark room for the benefit 
of cycling photographers among its members? 
It would not be a bad idea. The convenience to 
many who ride with a camera would be great. I 
see that inan American cycling club a camera 
club has been formed within its ranks and a 
room allotted to them in the clubhouse. 


Englishmen will have to look to their laurels 
at the coming championships. Encouraged, 
doubtless, by the German Lehr’s unexpected 
victory last summer, two Frenchmen, both 
genuine amateurs, are coming over this year. 
One, indeed, has arrived and has taken up his 
quarters somewhere in Paddington and is 
already training. His name is De Mello, and the 
chances are we shall hear of him again. One 
good result of foreigners coming over to ride 
against Englishmen is that it will help to put an 
end to the loafing tactics that now prevail on the 
path. It was the loafing of the men against 
whom Lehr rode that won him his victory. 


Talking of racing, the great event between 
now and Whitsuntide is the contest between the 
Catford and Polytechnic men, announced. for 
May 17 at the Paddington Grounds. It will be 
remembered that the Polytechnic team were 
defeated in last autumn’s contest. Osmond and 
Synyer both ride with them, so the race bids fair 
to be one of the most interesting of the year. 
There is a big programme for the afternoon, and 
it includes a half-mile novices’ bicycle handicap, 
classes separated in the heats. 


Is not Major Knox-Holmes’s little grand- 
daughter, whose photograph on their tandem 
has already been published in this column, 
rather a contradiction to Dr. B. W. Richardson’s 
theory that cycling should not be taken up regu- 
larly until the age of twenty-one? The sport 
agrees with her so thoroughly that one is tempted 
to think the danger with young people, as 
with their elders, is not in the riding, but in 
the overdoing it. She is only seven years 
old, and already rides not merely on the 
tandem with the Major, but on a safety of her 
own. The evil is in the abuse, not in the proper 
use of the sport. Riding on a machine of the 
right size with a comfortable saddle (and I 
should now say with the pneumatic tyre fitted 
to the wheels) I do not believe would hurt any 
child, so long as she was made to ride within 
moderation. I regret to hear that Major Knox- 
Holmes himself has not entirely recovered from 
his late accident when he was thrown from his 
machine, and that he is not yet able toride. I 
hope it will not be very long before we shall see 
him on the road again.

heaves and strains and groans as though it 
longed to put out to sea, and when magnificent 
four-masted Atlantic liners, with pennants gaily 
flying, ride proudly at anchor north and south, 
as far as the eye can reach, the view is one to 
inspire an artist or a poet with enthusiasm, and 
never fails to provoke ejaculations of admiration 
from the inland visitors, to whom it is all so novel 
and full of life. They crowd the ferry-boats to 
New Brighton, to Eastham, and to Birkenhead, 
until the decks are almost level with the water, 
and, with all the enj oyment of children, revel in 
the pleasure of ‘‘ going to sea.” 


The Ever-Changing River. 


It is not always that the river is thus gay. 
Fogs settle down upon it at times that are as 
impenetrable as those which occasionally shroud 
London in gloom, and then the ferry traffic is 
almost suspended, and boats that continue to ply 
creep across under the steady but melancholy 
music of the fog-horn and a babel of ‘‘ syrens’ ”’ 
hideous sounds, the ringing of bells, and the 
blowing of horns. Or the river may be tossed 
with storm until the waves are dashed over the 
pierheads and vessels are driven from their moor- 
ings. ‘The current when the tide is receding is 
always strong, and when the Channel Fleet was 
last in the Mersey the officers found that a 
seven-knot current helped along by-half a gale 
played sad havoc with their boats, many of 
which were almost knocked to pieces before the 
visit came to an end. 

The Landing-Stage, 
however, always weathers the storm, though its 
deck may be deluged with spray. Commencing 
at the south end of the landing-stage, it may be

seven broad iron bridges, each about 100 ft. long. 
At each of the principal bridges policemen are 
stationed, to see that people ‘‘ keep to the right.” 
The central avenue of several bridges is covered 
with a glass roof, and there are side-walks, in 
addition to the broad central way. On the stage, 
upon the side next the river-wall, is a series of 
sheds and buildings, of which note must be taken. 
On the side next the river is a continuous iron 
post-and-chain barrier, at about a yard from the 
edge, to give space to stagemen who have to 
attend to the boats that come alongside, and to 
protect the public against accident. At holiday 
times, special wooden barricades are also 
erected. Between the chain and the buildings 
is a broad promenade. The stage is built 
of teak, upon hollow oblong pontoons formed 
of iron, and is secured in its position by 
massive chains and-iron ‘‘booms.’? Formerly 
there were two stages—the George’s and the 
Prince’s. The former was devoted to ferry 
passengers and goods, the latter to tug-boats 
and coasting and ocean traffic. These names 
are still retained, but the space that used to 
exist between the stages has been filled up, and 
is now devoted to the cross-river goods traffic. 

Commencing, then, at the south end, the 
portion called 

The George’s Stage, 

we find the Eastham and New Ferry, the Rock 
Ferry, the Tranmere, the Woodside, or Birken- 
head boats, and the Wallasey (that is, the Sea- 
combe, Egremont, and New Brighton) boats, 


-provided with berths, in the order named, along 


the left or river side. To the right is a long 
“shed,” the first building in which is a railway 
booking-office and waiting-room for passengers 
by the Birkenhead and Chester Railway. Then 
comes a bookstall at the foot of bridge No. 1, a 
barber’s shop, and rooms for stagemen.. Then 
there is a long covered space for the public, 
refreshment-rooms and a residence for the 
occupant, another covered space for the public, 
a second bookstall at bridge No. 2, more ac- 
commodation for stage officials, and another 
large shelter-shed for the public, behind which 
two life-boats will be found. This brings us 
nearly to the end of the George’s passenger 
stage. ` 

Passing through an opening in some iron rail- 
ings, we are upon

at the end of a floating bridge, over two hundred 
yards long, supported on pontoons that rise and 
fall between granite walls with the tide. This is 
a roadway with up and down ways for vehicles 
and side-walks for passengers. The

waggons or other vehicles across the river. The 
stage buildings are the goods offices and booking- 
offices necessary for this work. 

Passing another barrier, and reaching the 
Prince’s stage, we are confronted with a post 
and telegraph office and river police station. 
Passing these buildings we reach the bridge by 
which all Royal and other distinguished visitors 
are ushered on to the stage, and on the river 
side are 

Tenders 
for the conveyance of passengers to and from 
the Atlantic liners. Farther along are the 
Customs examining - rooms, another bookstall, 
refreshment - rooms, more shelter- sheds, and 
buildings for stage-men, underwriters’ and other 
officials, while on the river side are the berths 
for the Isle of Man, the Llandudno and North 
Wales, and other excursion-boats, as well as 
various Irish steamers. There is no busier or 
more animated scene to be witnessed in Liver- 
pool than is presented on the landing-stage 
every Saturday atternoon throughout the excur- 
sion season, when passengers are crowding down 
tothe Manx and the North Wales steamers. . Yet, 
stay! There is another occasion when the whole 
stage is filled with a happy throng. The people 
of Liverpool have been cut off from the river 
by the line of docks. They come down to the 
landing-stage on Sunday evenings in hundreds.
